of distinction in the matter of games. 
And as a result of this difference cer­ 
tain teachers of truth decided to fall 
back and take up a position on Paul's 
statement: “If eating meat cause my 
brother to offend,” etc.—and to give 
up the splendid exercise of rolling ten 
pins. 
These who forced this action 
did not stop to think. 
If they had 
they would have ‘said to themselves:
